BIG SALE OF A TITIAN. 

The celebrated portrait of "La Schiavona," 
by Titian, supposed to represent Catarina 
Cornaro, Queen of Cyprus, has been sold 
by the firm of Gimpel and Wildenstein of 
Paris and New York, to the English ama- 
teur, Herbert Cook, for $175,000. The pres- 
ent owner" is to add it to the collection 
formed by his father, Sir Frederick Cook, 
Bart, at Richmond, Surrey. The picture was 
exhibited in this* city during the art season 
of 1912-13 by the selling firm at their es- 
. tablishment. No. 636 Fifth Ave. It origi- 
nally belonged to Signor Crespi of Milan, 
whose collection was recently sold in Paris, 
and was purchased by the art firm in 1911. 
The picture has been placed on exhibition 
at the Burlington Fine Arts Gallery in Lon- 
don, prior to its placing in the Richmond 
house. There has been considerable va- 
riance of opinion as to its authorship, Mr. 
Herbert Cook holding the opinion that it is 
by Giorgione and was his first considerable 
success. The fact that the picture has been 
comparatively long on the market is said 
to be due to the fact it was claimed by Sig- 
nor Venturi in the catalog he made of the 
Crespi collection, to be the work of Ber- 
nardino Licinio. Mr. Berenson, in his "Ve- 
netian Painters of the Renaissance," pub- 
lished n 1894 did not feel justified in attribut- 
ing it to any particular Venetian painter. 
Crowe and Cavalcasselle, who saw the pic- 
ture in 1877, were also prevented, owing to 
its being covered in places with modern 
paint, from accepting it dcfi.nit'eb^-arS-' -the 
work of Titian. Herr Justi devotes several 
pages to the picture and concludes in favor 
of Giorgione rather than of Titian. Those, 
however, who in the last few years have 
talked about the picture with Mr. Berenson 
know that he now accepts it unquestionably 
as one of the earlier works of Titian, though 
he thinks it to be of later date than the 
"Ariosto" which was purchased for $150,000 
-for the National Gallery some ten years ago. 



REVERSED DIRECTOR BEATTY. 

And now Pittsburgh has had another row 
over a nude and Art Director Beatty's ban 
was lifted by the Fine Arts Committee at 
a special meeting called to consider the 
matter. The jury accepted Lawton S. Par- 
ker's "La Paresse" (Idleness), which had 
previously appeared at the Chicago Art In- 
stitute and at the annual display of the 
Pennsylvania Academy, but when it reached 
the banks of the Allegheny it caused a simi- 
lar sensation to that caused by "At the 
Bath/* by Gaston Latouche, and on being ex- 
cluded by Mr. Beatt}'- was shown at the 
Wunlerly Galleries. Naturally the artist 
felt aggrieved, but the triumphal return of 
his picture to the Institute Galleries and 
the restraint- reclajne is naturally more than 
sufficient compensation. " . ■ -^ 

"La Paresse," which a few years ago Won 
the artist a gold medal at the Old Salon in 
Paris, and had been asked for by the Cin- 
cinnati Museum, on being sent before the 



STUART FOR PITTSBURGH. 

Art Director John W. Beatty announces 
the purchase of a Gilbert Stuart for the 
Carnegie Institute collection, "Portrait of 
Mr. Henry Nicols." This work was men- 
tioned in Mr. G. C. Masen's "Life and 
Work of Gilbert Stuart." Mr. Henry 
Nicols was one of the pioneers of Mary- 
land, his family coming to America at the 
time of Lord Baltimore. Nicols is de- 
scribed as a man of much refinement, noted 
for his hospitality at his mansion on the 
eastern coast. Attended by his body 
servant, Mr. Nicols drove from Baltimore 
to Boston to have his portrait painted. The 
journey took forty days each way. This 
woi-k like many others had remained the 
propertv. of the. family for which it was 
painted, and was only acquired recently by 
George H. Story. With the portrait is the 
will of Henry Nicols, made in 1820. This 
contains a clause regarding the disposition 
of the portrait to a member of his family. 



DEAN OF CHICAGO INSTITUTE. 

Theodore J. Keane, former managing 
director of the Minneapolis Society of Fine 
Arts, has been unanimously appointed dean 
of the Art Institute of Chicago by the 
trustees. He is the first person to receive 
this appointment, the office of dean having 
been, just created and is to take up the work 
of tjie iatel Director W. W. R. French. 

Mr. itea.ne has been registrar of the Art 
Institute school for two years. 

He served for two and one-half vears as 
managing director of the Minneapolis 
Society of Fine Arts, during which period 
he succeeded in' arousing an art interest in 
Minneapolis which ended with the art mu- 
seum campaign. He organized the Attic 
club, of which he was ma^ the first p^e^i- 
dent, and is now its only honorary member. 

He aided in raising the standard of art 
exhibits at the Minnesota State fair, and 
with A. A. Pollard, former treasurer of the 
Fine Arts society, he drew the plans for, the 
first farm home exhibition. He organized, 
with Victor F. de Brauwej:e,_architectural 
classes at the Minneapolis Architectural 
club. As a member of the Minnesota State 
Art society he elaborated the plans for the 
extension work now being carried through- 
out the State. While connected with the 
art school in Minneapolis, Mr. Keane in- 
structed the Saturday free classes. 



DURER FOUND IN MUNICH. 

A hitherto unknown painting by Durer 
has been found by Professor Franz Naager, 
stored away with a number of other forgot- 
ten paintings in the old Schack Gallery in 
Munich. The subject is "Descent Into 
Hell." and the picture, apparently, was 
painted during the artist's Italian period, 
when he was strongly under the influence 
of Mantegna. Among other proofs of its 
genuineness is the fact that one of the 
figures in a corner is evidently a portrait 
of the artist.

DEALERS TO FIGHT FRAUD. 

French antiquaries and art dealers with 
Mr. Jacques Seligmann as president and 
Mr. Georges Samary and Mr. Edouard 
Larcade as vice presidents, have according 
to a "Herald" cable of July 11 just formed 
a society under the title L'Union Frangaise 
des Antiquaires, whose object is to pro- 
mote solidarity among dealers and fight 
against imitations and fakes. 

Describing the new society's aims to the 
"Herald," Mr. Jacques Seligmann said: 

"We are and shall remain strong sup- 
porters of public collections. One of the 
mos'tf irhp'of t'aht Ttem^ " bf ' olii^ " pfbgranime 
will be the organization of periodicar exhi- 
bitions. We have not, however, the least 
intention of promoting our own business 
on a profit sharing basis. We should, in- 
deed, like to see a law forbidding this sys- 
tem. 

"But we do intend to protest and fight 
against the manufacture and sale of imita- 
tions and faked antiques. We shall pro- 
test against this, no matter in what way 
the articles may be placed upon the market. 

"Though nominally a French union, this 
does not in any way mean that foreign 
members are excluded from our society. 
On the contrary, they will receive a most 
cordial welcome." 



KING OFFERS LARGE REWARD. 

A famous painting on wood of the burial 
of Christ and of Adam and Eve in the 
Garden of Eden, claimed to be worth 
$250,000, is being sought in this country 
by agents of the Spanish Government. 
King Alfonso has offered a reward of 
$50,000 out of his private purse for its re- 
covery. 

The painting in the form of a triptych, 
was stolen from altar of a church in Nigera, 
Province of Castille, where it had been 
since 1380. The artist is unknown. Al- 
though the work was missed on Christmas 
Eve, the Government agents preferred to 
keep the loss secret. It was only recently, 
when it was believed that the picture would 
be sent to this country, that the United 
_Sla_tes .xustoms^aathorities were asked- to 
help. 



JIM SCOTT MEMORIAL. 

Cass Gilbert of New York, won the first 
prize of $2,000 for the best design for the 
proposed James Scott Memorial Fountain, 
to be placed on Belle Isle at Detroit. Car- 
rere & Hastings received the second prize 
of $1,000. Scott left to the city his $500,000 
estate, outside of a few small bequests, the 
proceeds to be used for a fountain, which 
was to have a life size statue of himself. 
There were objections to accepting the gift, 
Jim Scott being called a gambler and other 
names, -but the City Council voted to build 
"fountain. 



Carnegie jury, was marked a "first," given a 
good place by the hanging committee and 
included in the published preliminary list of 
paintings. Suddenly it was "removed from 
the galleries and it did not appear in the 
official catalog. Getting no reply, either by 
mail or wire to his inquiries, the artist went 
to Pittsburgh, but found the Fine Arts 
Committee of the Board of Trustees knew 
nothing about the matter. Mr. Parker get- 
ting no satisfaction made the matter public 
and held that a work submitted should only 
be subject to the decision of the jury. 

SPANISH ARTIST HERE. 

Sefior Don Pasqual Monturio, a dis- 
tinguished Spanish painter, has brought to 
this country, 125 of his pictures, many of 
i gypsy subjects which will be shown in a 
1 special exhibition here in the Autumn. 



INTERESTING ROMNEY PORTRAIT. 

A portrait in chalks by Romney of 
Charlotte Smith the novelist drawn in 
1792 is about to leave the hands of the 
family which has owned the picture for 
more than a hundred and twenty years. 
It was made at the same time as the famous 
portrait of Cowper. 

In 1868 the drawing was shown in the 
National Portrait Exhibition bv its owner. 
Miss Lucina Smith, the novelist's grand- 
daughter. She expressed her intention of 
presenting the portrait, along with some 
Turners, to the Turner Gallery. She 
changed her mind and willed it to her niece, 
Madeline Mitchell Lissak, the srreat-grand- 
dau.s:hter of the orio-inal Charlotte Srnith, 
who married and settled in San Francisco. 
It is now owned h\ her daus^hter Miss 
Maude Lissak. 



VENDOME STATUETTE FOUND. 

The lost statuette of Victory which rested 
in the left hand of the Napoleon statue on 
the Vendome column in Paris, has been 
found in the possession of an English 
woman who says her father picked it up at 
the time the column was pulled down in the 
days of the commune. It was before that it 
had been found or bought by Sir John Mur- 
ray Scott, and also that it had been picked 
up by a cook in the employ of Prince Met- 
ternich. 



BURN ART TREASURES. 

An "arson squad" of militant suffragettes 
on July 3, burned to the ground Ballymen- 
och, near Holywood, a great residential 
mansion containing priceless art treasures, 
all of which were destroyed. 
1 The jnansion-; was "the '- residence- of the' 
late Sir Daniel Dixon, who was Lord 
Mayor of Belfast for many years, and who 
sat in Parliament for a short time. 



LEONARDO BY RAPHAEL FOUND? 

A remarkable discovery was recently 
Hiade in the private museum of Dr. Pogor- 
jelski, who owns one of the finest art gal- 
leries in Russia. One Raphael a Ma- 
donna, was recently sent to the Imperial 
Hermitage for repairs. 

Examination with a special apparatus first 

showed that the Madonna was painted over 

a picture representing St Joseph, St. Anne 

and an angel, and under this was found a 

number of studies of heads, all representing 

important personages in Italy about the 

year 1500, including Pope Julius II and 

Leonardo de Vinci.

I have today replied to Mr. Vezin and, 
as requested, I send you herewith a copy 
of that reply. This is for such use as you 
care to make of it, but I would like to re- 
quest that if my letter to Mr. Vezin is pub- 
lished by you at all that it should be pub- 
lished iji full.

Mr Trask's Letter, ' ' 

Charles Vezin, Esq., 

New York City. 
Dear Mr. Vezin: 

Your gracious letter of June 10th in which 
you state that you are not the author of the 
anonym.ous question which appeared in the 
American Art News of may 9th last, ''would 
it not be well to turn the bright light of 
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inqiiir}- on the S3-stem of selection for the 
coming San Francisco Exposition before- 
hand instead of afterwards .■'" and in which 
you assume a sort of foster-paternity for 
that question with th.e request that I make 
reply, is today received. 

1 hasten to give you the information 
which 1 believe is what you wish to have 
and, in accordance with your further re- 
quest, I am sending a copy of this letter to 
tiie American Art >je\vs that it may, 
through the columns of that interesting 
pul)lication reach the widest possible audi- 
ence among American artists, the co-opera- 
tion of every one of whom is desired by 
this Department. 

Let me, however, before the ''bright light" 
be turned on, assure you that I did not 
suspect you of having donned the veil of 
anonymity for I have noticed no lack of 
willinaness on your part to make inquiries 
over your own respected signature. Let 
me also, if you will, thank you for the 
courteous character of your letter which 
Toads' hie to' believd 'that from ybtir" 'corre- 
spondence there will result not only^ light 
but that ''sweetness and light" which is 
so greatly to be desired. 

"The system of selection" which your 
anonvmous friend desires illuminated is, I 
fancy, the system to be made use of by this 
Department; and I write solely with ref- 
erence to it, touchin.e not at all upon those 
other branches of the Exposition which 
will make it an educational emitone of all 
lines of human activity and endeavor. 

Field of Trask's Department. 

'J'he field of this Department is, putting it briefly, 
the graphic and plastic arts. Its scope is inter- 
national. Its period is, in the main, contemporary. 

The nations of Europe, of Asia and of South 
America will be represented by exhibits whose aim 
will be the summarizing of their various art activites 
of today and wherever the strictly contemporaneous 
character of the exhibits is departed from it will be 
at the expense of possible participation in the com- 
oetition for those awards which will be in the hands 
of the international jury for bestowal. No work 
•produced prior to the year 1904 will be eligible for 
honors. 

With the selection of works to be shown in the 
various foreign sections which will be in the hands 
of such Commissioners as are appointed by the parti- 
cioating nations themselves, I think your inquiry does 
not concern itself, though if you wished I would be 
glad, at a later time, to give you the fullest informa- 
tion on this subject that I properly could give you. 

The United States section of this Department, 
which will occupy approximately half of its entire 
exhibit space, is under the direct management of the 
Department itself. Herein, too, the exhibition will be 
''n the main contemporaneous. In order, however, 
hat the popular error of supposing that the Ameri- 
can artist of todav is without ancestry or tradition 
may be refuted, there will be a chronological his- 
torical showing of American painting and sculpture 
covering the period from Colonial and Revolutionary 
times, down^to tbg, years just preceding, pur^own. As 
this line of descent in this counfry"1i^sl)ee'n "swayed 
now to the right and now to the left by the influence 
of foreign schools and as "the foreign sections in this 
Exposition, as has already been noted, will be of 
today, there will be a loan collection of foreign works 
(rot contemporaneous) arranged by schools, which 
w'll as fully as our powers will permit, make clear 
what their influence has been upon the Fine Arts in 
America and, at the same time, serve as a sort of 
index to tiie vast wealth of our public and private 
collections. 

Historical and Loan Collections. 

Tliese, the historical and loan collections, will con- 
tain probably from four hundred to five hundred num- 
bers and, if the plans of the Department are suc- 
cessfully carried out, will give to the seriously-minded 
visitor opportunity for understanding and anpreciating 
the vital work that is being done in both painting 
and sculpture by our artists of today. 

You will now, perhaps, realize that it .is the plan 
of this Department to make of the showing of the 
contemporary works by .American artists the climax 
of the whole exhibition. Certainly, then, you and all 
others interested are properly concerned' as to the 
method by which these works are to be selected. 

If I have read aright your recently published let- 
ters, you hold a brief for those who obiect to- direct 
invitations from the lay-management of any public 
art exhibition which at the same time makes use of a 
jury of professionals. Will you believe me when I 
tell you that if this Department felt that it could fully 
I perform its duty uv turning over the task of selecting 
those works which shall represent the best that has 
been done by American artists in the past eleven 
years to some miraculously constituted jurv which 
would, at the same time, make unfailing selection and 
command from all the artists the submission of their 
best works, one in the Department at least would 
with a clear conscience and a light heart devote him- 
self happily to the game of eolf, in which he has 
sadly vanishing aspirations. 

The jury-system for making up an art exhibition 
without invitations for certain important works is a 
perfectly lovely system but, like the famous nian for 
making hens lay twins, it will not work. This De- 
pri'tment. then, proposes to invite, whenever and 
wherever it can find them, such works as in its best 
.nulgment will help ^to make such a showing as will 
cijivii.iaiul [or the Aiiicricaii aiti^ts the respect and 
admiration of the world. The final decision to extend 
si:ch invitation must, in each case, rest with some 
o-'e and that some one happens to be the subscriber. 
Die task IS not altogether a jov. Its performance 
will, at best, arouse some criticism, but it is a neces- 
snrv part of the undertaken work. If the critics as 
Ihev arise will approach their criticism with as open 
and unprejudiced a mind as does this Department 
npi-»roach the duty of invitation, there will be with 
criticism some sympathy and of venom none at all. 
What Best Judgment Means. 

I have said that the Department would invite such 
works ns m its best judgment" ought to be invited. 
Please understand that this "best iudgment" is not a 
home-made product of personal bias nor of indi- 
vidual cerebration. To assist it in its work, the 
Department has the valued and active service of 
seven advisory committees numbering in all somethino- 
over an hundred professional artists. T'pon these 
committees the Department depends for manv in 
tact, for most of its idugments. 

Even an hundred artists, however, Tand that you 
may be informed I attach hereto a list of the Advisorv 
Committees) cannot know all of the splendid works 
that their brothers have produced and are each dav 
producing in ever-increasing numbers and' of a more and 
more inspiring beauty. The Department, therefore, will 
with the help of its Advisorv Committees appoint 



Juries of Selection to pass upon any and all works 
which their creators may desire to exhibit and it will 
be the duty of these Juries to prevent the Depart- 
ment from omitting from its exhibition, through ig- 
norance, prejudice or for any other reason, any work 
worthy of exhibition in an international show. 

There is no artist in all the length and breadth of 
the land who is not invited to enter his work that a 
jury may have the opportunity of securing it for the 
Exposition should it be found to represent proper 
professional accomplishment. That it _may be easy 
for all American artists to present their works to a 
jury, collection centers at which jury meetings will be 
held will be established in London, Paris, Boston, 
New York City, Cincinnati, St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco; and also, if proper co-operation is assured by 
the State Commissions in Philadelphia and Chicago. 
Interlocking Jury System. 

While it is not practicable for the same Jury to 
meet at each of these points, a system of interlocking 
juries is being perfected which will insure at all 
points an equal standard and at every point a minority 
membership only of local artists. 

From these collection centers the Exposition will 
bear all costs entailed by the exhibition of accepted 
works and the juries will be in no wise restricted as 
to the number of works to be accepted by them. Any 
figures that I could now give you would be approxi- 
mations, but for fear that the "bright light" may be 
thought not yet sufificiently illuminating, I will ven- 
ture to give you the estimates as to the paintings 
•which: I the . : Depai-tTueafc nK-aa.- .^iriii ved ; ^ati • iifter : some 
eighteen months of study. 

We believed that there will be secured by direct 
invitation for the United States Section between four 
hundred and five hundred contemporary paintings and, 
if the artists give us that degree of co-operation for 
which we confidently hope, there will be secured 
through jury selection about twice that niimber. 
These, with the historical and loan collections, will 
total about two thousand paintings in the United 
States Section. Of pictures in all other media than 
oil, including prints, there will be a nearly similar 
number and in sculpture we anticipate that there will 
be about one thousand works shown. In the case of 
sculpture, the medium suggests that the percentage 
of works invited may be somewhat larger than in the 
case of paintings; but I do not believe that the final 
figures will be found to vary much from these ap- 
proximations. And now I think I have answered 
your inquiry — perhaps at too great length — but I 
confess to a very real interest in the subject. 
Wants Mr. Vezin's Opinion. 

May I, in turn, ask a question of you? Do you 
think our plan a good one? If not, will you help us 
by pointing out its defects and shortcomings, letting 
your criticism be constructive rather than merely des- 
tructive; and if you do approve of our plan, will you 
not pledge yourself to exert your full influence in 
favor of its happy consummation? We want the co- 
operation and help of every American artist, of every 
museum and public gallery in the country ; of every 
amateur and of every collector either active or in 
embryo. You in the East, and I write as one of the 
family, do not yet realize what the Exposition of 
1915 means to this whole country. Thirty millions of 
people West of the Mississippi are just now ready 
and waiting for an art development that will astonish 
the most optimistic of us. I sincerely beliere that 
the American artist is today doing work more vital 
than can be found elsewhere in the world, and the 
whole West wants to know of it. 

Your anonvmous friend with his "bright light of 
inquiry" seems to me to be a sort of self-blinded 
and disappointment — hoping Diogenes running about 
rnasked and armed with a penny-dip. He seeks with 
his paltry tallow what has never been hidden. 

We want you to know ! We want you to help ! 
Come now, you and he and all of us; let us snufT 
out our . petty^^erso^l candles^and helgkeep burning 
with a brighter light, *tbat"Janip'''">HficIi^T!as ever been' 
the symbol of learning and' of Art.

MR. VEZIN'S REPLY. 

Dear Mr. Trask: 

T have read with keen interest the mas- 
terly presentation of your case. I can take 
no exception to its tone nor to the plan you 
unfold. It all sounds very stimulating and 
gives rise to the hope that San Francisco 
will show the finest collection of American 
paintings ever brought together. It calls 
for no answer on my part. 

I wish however to reply to your reference 



to my letters, which have taken up much 
space in The Art News. You say that if 
you have read them aright I '*hold a brief 
for those who object to direct invitations," 
etc. I do believe that the system pursued 
by the much criticised National Academy 
of Design of New York is the best and the 
fairest, not far the purpose of producing 
the most brilliant show, but for the best in- 
terests and development of American art, 
and it consequently presents the new talent 
whi-ch is then taken up by other exhibitions 
by invitation. 

I have contended that the invitation system does 
not give new talent its opportunity. I have pointed 
out that a system] by which fourteen pictures out of 
six hundred, and seventeen out of a thousand or there- 
abouts, are accepted, is unjust. I have called unfair 
the practice of sending out circulars to artists asking 
them to submit work to a jury when that jury has 
little left to do after the invited pictures are taken 
care of. 

Your letter seems to show that your exhibition does 
not come under this criticism. I have also expressed 
a preference for an all-jury system with the invited 
picture the exceptional honor reserved for the few. 
I do not contend that no pictures should be invited. 
I have evidence that many pictures are even now be- 
ing invited for the Corcoran Gallery, pictures which 
whilst deserving to be hung in any show, should take 
their chances with the jury. Your case in the pres- 
ent instance is diflerent. In the Panama- Pacific Ex- 
position we will be on parade to show the world what 
we have been doing, and under these circumstances 
it is desirable to have the most creditable exhibition. 
In the yearly exhibitions, however, whilst it is well 
to have good shows, it is more important to develop 
new talent by giving it, not preference,^ but an equal 
chance with those of established fame. 

As to my offering you advice, help and constructive 
criticism, I have none to give after reading your ex- 
plicit letter. I believe that you have the executive 
abilitiy to carry out the plans 'that you formulate, and 
from the list of the' several advisory committees 
which you send, fairness and a wonderful show seem 
assured. The courteous tone of your letter convinces 
me that "petty personal candles"' was not directed at. 
my efforts to reform art killing methods. The many 
words of enthusiastic congratulation, spoken and 
written, which I have received, not only from the 
aggrieved, but from those who are invariably invited, 
convince me that pettiness is not at the bottom of 
this wholesome agitation, 

I understand that the San Francisco Exposition as 
an artistic whole is to be the most beautiful, though 
not the largest exhibition ever planned, that m 
beauty it will outshine the never-to-be-forg:otten 
Dream City by Lake Michigan. May your art show 
be worth of such surroundings, in its results and in 
the method of selection !

MODERN PAINTINGS 
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PICTURES SHE SUES ABOUT. 

The Baroness de Tonnay, who is suing 
John W. Van Dyke, of Philadelphia, for a 
commission on a collection of art works, 
said to be worth between $750,000 and 
$1,000,000, which she alleges she obtained for 
him, has published a list of the pictures. 

The painting that is considered the most 
valuable is a portrait of the Infanta Maria 
Teresa, daughter of Philip IV. by Velas- 
quez, said to worth $100,000. Another pic- 
ture credited to the same artist and called 
"The Procession" is said to ha^;e a value 
of $60,000. 

"The Toilette," credited to Veronese is 
said to ha\'*e a value of $85,000. Another 
picture is the ''Descent from the Cross," 
by Peter Pourbus said to be worth ?40,000. 

A painting by Fragonard, called "The 
Earthquake," is val;ied at $50,000, and an- 
other by the same, "Interior," at $75,000. 
In the collection is a painting by Millet, 
called "The Spring," valued at $40,000, and 
eight Corots are said to be worth $10,000 
each. 



MOWBRAYS LIBRARY GIFT. 

A handsome ceiling in the Gunn Mem- 
orial Librar}^ painted and presented b}^ 
H. Siddons Mowbray the mural painter, 
was unveiled on July 4. Edward H. Van 
Ingen accepted the gift on behalf of the 
trustees of the library and Erick K. Rossi- 
ter made the principal address. 

The space is divided into three portions, 
the central one containing panels telling the 
story of Ceres and Proserpine, the abduc- 
tion by Pluto, the return by Mercury to 
Ceres. From the columns spring the equiv- 
alents of the soffits of the arches with 
sculptured panels and borders, containing 
in the octagonal panels with Ceres en- 
throned and distributing seed to the hus- 
bandman. ^ 

The lunettes at each end contain in the 
center a circular painting of a female figure 
holding an open book with appropriate quo- 
tations.

PITTSBURGH'S SHOWS SUCCESS 

The just closed Eighteenth Annual In- 
ternational Exhibition at Pittsburgh proved 
one of the most successful since the open- 
ing of the new galleries. Approximately 
50,000 people — 49,750 by exact count- 
visited the exhibition after it was opened 
April 30. These figures show a gain of 13,- 
467 over last year when 36,283 visitors were 
counted and a still greater gain of 18,523 
visitors over the 31,227 at the Sixteenth An- 
nual Internation Exhibition in 1912. 

The docent service which had much suc- 
cess last year was also appreciated this 
year. Many schools and clubs availed them- 
selves of the opportunity of being assisted 
by Miss Euphemia Bakewell, who had 
charge of this department. Almost two 
thousand children from the higher grades of 
the public schools visited the Institute under 
the docent. 

About fifty of the most important paint- 
ings shown at the exhibition this year were 
selected by the American Federation of 
Arts for a circulating exhibition. These 
will be shown in Chicago, Boston, Buffalo, 
Detroit, St. Louis and Worcester. 



Grieg Monument in Brooklyn. 

The Edvard Grieg monument modelled by 
Sigvaid Asbpornsen and- presented to the 
city by the Norwegian societies of Brooklyn, 
was unveiled on July 11 in the flower garden 
at Prospect Park. Mr. T. Langland Thomp- 
son, a lawyer, delivered the oration and a 
wreath was placed on it by Mrs. Kaja Pet- 
terson. Mr. G. T. Neland president of the 
monument committee, made the presenta- 
tion speech and Park Commissioner Inger- 
soll responded. There was music by the 
Fourteenth Regiment band and songs and 
dances.

The Duveens Win. 

Mrs. Charlotte Springer, who sued Duveen 
Brothers for $20,000 for commission which 
she contended was due on tapestries sold to 
the late J. P. Morgan, and won her suit in 
the Supreme Court, lost it July 10 on a 
reversal by the Appellate Division. Mrs. 
Springer said in her complaint that in April, 
1905, she arranged witli Prince Ferdinand de 
Bourbon for the purchase of the "Don Quix- 
ote" tapestries belonging to King Alphonso 
of Spain. The prices was fixed at $340,000., 

Mrs. Springer claimed she interested Mr. 
Morgan in the tapestries and that he sent 
her to Duveen Brothers who agreed to pay 
her a commission of $20,000 if the sale w^as 
made. Then, she said, the defendants 
bought the tapestries without telling her 
and sold them to Mr. Morgan, reaping a 
profit of $50,000. 




Must Pay Mr. Hassam. 

Childe Hassam, painted about ten years 
ago "A Rainy Day in Washington Square." 
The United States Express Company lost 
the painting and July 10 the Apoellate Divi- 
sion of the Supreme Court upheld a verdict 
in his favor for $1,174. 

Mr. Hassam sent the picture to the Bout- 
well Brooks Art Company in Denver, Col., 
in the Spring of 1905 for exhibition. On 
June 3, 1905, it was returned by this firm be- 
ing addressed to Mr. Hassam at 27 West 
27 St. His real address was 27 West 61 St. 
The other number was one of entrances to 
the former Metropolitan Hotel. 

The artist had no knowledge of the pic- 
ture having been shipped to him until April 
1, 1906. On May 12 he notified the express 
company of his loss. 



TO PROTECT THE FRENCH. 

Mr. Philip Ortiz, of Braun et Cie., West 
46 St., returned last week on the "France," 
and is to establish aii_ag.en.cy-- to pratect 
Americans from the purchase of American 
made gowns copied from Paris models and 
labelled with the labels of Parisian dress- 
makers. He saj^s that French artists were 
to establish a similar agency here next year 
to protect against the purchase of spurious 
paintings.

A "FIND" IN CHINESE TAPESTRY. 

One of the most wonderful discoveries of 
recent years is that in China a short time 
ago by Mr. T. J. Larkin, of a large panel 
of Chinese silk tapestry which is certainly 
the finest and most elaborate known to be 
extant. This panel (measuring Sy^ ft. x 12 
ft.) and reproduced on this page seems to 
establish without a doubt the existence dur- 
ing the 18th Century of a Factory of 
Gobelins Tapestry in China, very probably 
in the neighborhood of Pekin, a matter 
which has for some time been a matter of 
controvers}^ From internal evidence con- 
nected with the design and execution of 
the border, this exquisite piece of work 
would appear to have been prepared as 
a gift to King Louis XV from The Emperor 
Kien Lung, who however, apparently saw 
fit to alter his intentions at the time the 
panel was completed. Although it was 
evidentlv produced under the guidance of 
Jesuit craftsmen, the whole spirit of the 
t^esfry is ^essentially and delightfully 
Chinese, the very detail of its scene _ of 
birthday ceremonial in the palace being 
carried out with a care of decorative detail 
and with an infinite delicacy of execution, 
which no western workers have yet been 
able to master. Indeed, as many as 850 
minute stitches are contained in every 
square inch of the beautiful work, while the 
vivacity of its sixt}^ figures and the fastid- 
ious delicacy of their characterisation pro- 
claim it a work of art of the very highest 
merit.

Samuel Isham. 

Samuel Isham, Academician, portrait and 
figure painter and author of the best work 
on the flistory of American Art yet written, 
died suddenly on the golf links at East- 
hampton, L. I. from the bursting of an 
aneurism on June 12 last, after the Art 
News had gone to press with its June issue. 

He was born in New York in 1855 and 
educated at Phillips Academy, Andover 
Mass. and at ,Yale, where he was graduated 
in 1875. He studied abroad for three years, 
2nd on his return was admitted to the bar. 
Born to a modest fortune he«preferred art 
to law and returning to Paris in 1833, he 
studied under Boulanger and Lefebvre. He 
returned again to New York in 1883, and 
became a member of the Society of Ameri- 
can Artists and an Associate of the Acad- 
emy. He was a member of the Art Jury 
at the Pan-American Exposition at Buffalo 
in 1901, and of the University, Metropolitan, 
.J£layeE§^.Cejotury...and^, Ard^ley.xhibs.- :.- He 
never married. A strong draughtsman, 
good colorist and svmpathetic painter, a 
man of broad and rare culture, a writer ot 
charming style, and blest with a kindly and 
gentle personality, Mr. Isham was greatly 
beloved and esteerned and his loss is widely 
mourned. His will disposed of an estate 
of more- than $500,000. It gives all the 
decedent's paintings, family silver, plate 
and bric-a-brac to his sister, Mrs. Julia I. 
Taylor of 135 East Sixty-sixth street, with 
all his stock in 471 Park Avenue, Inc., and 
S250,000 outright. Mrs. Taylor also gets 
one-third of the residuary estate. The 
remaining two-thirds goes to William B. 
Isham and Charles Isham, brothers, while 
Flora Isham Collins, a sister, gets $20,000. 



NO OFFENCE INTENDED.

THREE ARTISTS' ESTATES. 

John La Farge, famous painter and a 
designer of stained glass, who died on Nov. 
14, 1910 left a gross estate in New York 
of $43,030, which his debts will reduce to 
$599. Mr. La Farge, at the time of his 
death, lived in Newport. 

His assets in this State were: Bank as- 
counts, $13;. personal effects, $18; proceeds 
from the sale in March, 1911, of statues and 
other works of art, $22,637; proceeds from 
sale of library, $1,550; money paid by Mac- 
millian & Co. for the unfinished manuscript 
of ''Gospel Story," $900; proceeds from sale 
of letters, $6,000; accumulated royalties, 
$1,462; essay on "Stained Glass and Decora- 
tion," appraised at $1,000. 

The deductions were $25,091 for debts and 
$14,114 for the expenses of administernig 
the estate and for commissions. 

Mr. La Farge left nothing to the members 
of-his fam.ily; but directed that . his entire 
estate should go to his private secretary, 
Miss Grace E. Barnes. The value of the 
personal estate of Mr. La Farge, whatever 
situated, is $41,804. 

By the will of Joseph Lyman, artist, 
whose estate was appraised at $136,531.09, 
Miss Helen Choate Pitman, adopted daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. William G. Choate, of 
Wallingford, Conn., receives $89,368,59. Mr. 
Lyman was her intended husband. Dr. 
Caleb Huntington Atwater, of Wallingford, 
receives $10,000, as do three other cousins, 
including Huntington C. Atwater, of No. 
191 Claremont Ave., New York. 

Appraisal of the estate of Constant 
Mayer, the artist who died at his home in 
Paris, in 1911 shows a net value of $80,016. 
A clause in his will provides that all the pic- 
tures which he had painted and did not be- 
oueath to friends should be destro-^ed im- 
mediatelv following his death. 



F. K. M. Rehn. 

Frank Knox Morton Rehn, the well 
marine painter, died suddenly July 6, at 
Magnolia, Mass. where he had been a 
summer resident for many seasons. He 
was walking with his wife, when he became 
ill and was placed in automobile, dying be- 
fore reaching his cottage. 

Mr. Rehn was born in Philadelphia on 
August 12, 1848, and was the son of Pro- 
fessor Isaac .Rehn and Abigail Frances 
Rehn. He s-tudied at the Philadelphia 
Academy of Fine Arts and as a painter ot 
marines, landscapes and portraits won 
many gold and silver medals and other 
prizes. 

Mr. Rehn owned an apartment in the 
Chelsea in West 23rd St., New York. He 
>w-as married^ in ^ISSUt^- Margaret ^Selby, of 
Philadelphia. He was prominent in the 
affairs of the Broadway Tabernacle Baptist 
Church, New York. He is represented in 
the Art Museums of Boston and Detroit, 
the Buffalo Academy and the Corcoran 
Gallery at Washington. He was a man of 
most sympathetic personality and an artist 
of real talent. He became a member ol 
the National Academy in 1908, and was 
chosen President of the Salmagundi Club in 
1910. 



Max Weyl. 

Max Weyl, landscape painter, died in 
Washington at the age of 77, July 6, after 
an illness of four months. He was born 
at Miihlen-on-the-Neckar, Germany, on 
Dec. 7, 1837, received a public school edu- 
cation and showed an early interest in art. 
From 1878 for several g^rs he was engaged 
as a landscape architect! 



Max Rooses. 

Max Rooses, director of the Museum 
Plantin- Moretus of Antwerp, and a world- 
famous authority oo Rubens and the Flem- 
ish painters,- died on July 15. Max Rooses 
was the author of "Art in Flanders," and 
books on Rubens and Van Dyke. 



Two Artistic Personalities Gone. 

The British art world is the poorer for the 
loss of two notable personalities, for death 
has claimed an eminent art expert in. the per- 
son of Mr. Charles Davis, M. V. O., and an- 
other well-known authority ori niatters artis- 
tic in that of Mr. Edward Dillon. Mr. Davis 
began life as an. art-dealer but soon re- 
ceived commissions to act as adviser in 
matters of art at various European courts. 
The late King Edward VTT had the sreatest 
confidence in his judgment, invariablv con- 
sulting him in all auestiohs of artistic im- 
portance, while at the same time Mr. Davis 
enjoyed equally the respect and trust ot 
the private in^^'-'aduals with whom 1""=* came 
into contact. 

Mr. Edward Dillon was a valuable con- 
tributor to the literature of the arts and a 
leading authoritv on the arts of the East. 
A man of quiet, unobtrusive personality, his 
erudition was yet, profound and far-reach- 
insr. an authority to whose opinion appeal 
was frequentlv made in cases of difficulty. 
The loss of both these gentlemen is an 
occasion for sincere resrret.

LONDON LETTER. 

July 10, 1914 

Exhibitions and yet more exhibitions, so 
that one might well do little else than 
wander from one gallery to another for the 
rest of the Season! And several of the 
shows are attracting the smartest of the 
smart. Among these one must include the 
Lavery Exhibition at the Grosvenor Gallery, 
to which the various fashionable sitters 
resort day by day bringing friends and 
acquaintances to pass judgment on their 
painted presentments. Another is the Show 
at the Fine Art Society of thfe Bon Ton 
Gazette sketches belonging to William 
Heinemann the publisher and executed for 
the magazine by the various artists who 
are identified with the new movement in 
clothes, Lepape, Bakst, and Monvel among 
others. 

A Fine Etching Show. 

The exhibitions of etchings at the Gute- 
kunst Galleries, are always of more than 
common interest' to the^ ^cohnoissuer. but 
there has been no more excellent a one 
than the present exhibition of 50 etchings 
and lithographs of the French and Spanish 
schools, now occupying the walls at 10 
Grafton Street. Each is a masterpiece in 
its way, and one is divided between one's 
admiration of the temperament of Rops, 
one's appreciation of the strength of the 
Barbizqn artists and recognition of the 
subtlety of Toulouse Laiitrec and of Fdrain. 
Some idea of the comprehensive nature of 
t;he collection may be gathered by a list in 
which appear 'feuch names as Manet, Millet, 
Corot, Steinlen, Goya and Ingres (represent- 
ed by a first state of his rare "Portrait of the 
Archibishop of Rennes), standing for so 
much that is at variance in the different 
trends of modern art. In addition to the 
general quality of the exhibition, it must be 
noted that several items are of extreme 
rarity, as for example, the ."JEnfant au 
Chien" of Manet, and the "Chenes des 
Roches" of Theodore Rousseau. 

A new venture in pictiire-dealing is being 
made this Summer by the artist, Mr. Bertie 
Sanders, who, tired of the lethargy of the 
public in visiting picture exhibitions, is 
making a tour of the country with his car- 
avan, selling his canvases as he goes! He 
is being accompanied by a well known 
author and together they will tour as far as 
the sea, passing through the districts which 
have been treated by Mr. Sanders in his 
pictures. One will be interested to hear 
how the venture results.. 

Works by Bertieri. 

.Tli.e;:Dowdeswell<Galleriies^ 160 Niew Bond 
Street art now occupied with the work of 
Mr. Philade Bertieri, much of which is ex- 
ceedingly able, though perhaps erring a 
little on the side of over-elaboration. His 
landscaoes arel rather more pleasing than 
his portraits, but there is a great deal of 
good craftsmanship in each. Another ex- 
hibition of interest^ is that of the Alastair 
drawings at the Leicester Galleries. Those 
who. have the privilege of the entree to. the 
Burlington Fine Arts Club, will find much 
to enjoy in the exhibition of pictures of the 
Venetian School now being held there.

Messrs. Kennedy and Co., of 613 Fifth 
Ave. announce that they have in preparation 
an illustrated catalog of the lithographic 
work of J. McNeil Whistler, with an In- 
troductory essay. The catalog follows th» 
chronological arrangement made by Mr. 
Thomas R. Way in his catalog. One 
hundred andysixty-seven subjects have been 
reproduced in photogravure, and three in 
colors, "Red House," "Yellow House" and 
"Draped Figure Reclining" from lithographic 
stones prepared by Mr. Way, printed on 
paper 11 inches by 14 inches.. The work 
which promises to be of great interest will 
be published in portfolio form and the edi- 
tion limited to four hundred, ready in Octo- 
ber. The price will be sixty dollars. 

TIEPOLO SALE FINE.

tion in the art world in 1912.

MUNICH LETTER. 

Munich, July 9, 1914. 

The annual Crystal Palace exhibit is now 
on. A considerably smaller number of 
works have this year passed the juries, 
which appreciably obviates the overcrowd- 
ing. The exhibit comprises 3,000 works. 
Foreign artists are not represented, and 
as usual in years when the exhibit is not 
an international one, Munich art predomi- 
nates. Features of the present exhibit are 
memorial collections of Albert Welli and 
Haus V. Bartels. 

The "Neue Muenchener Sezession," has 
opened its first exhibit as a new society m 
the exhibition building of the old skating 
rink, Gallerie strasse 26. The exhibit con- 
sists of 200 paintings, graphic works and a 
small amount of sculpture. The best known 
of Mimich secessionists are represented and 
the exhibit is well worth attention. 

A portrait of Leibl has lately been pur- 
chased by the Stockholm museum. The pic- 
ture,, .which,- -yv^s j:)a,int(2,d ijn ,,1,8^5,.^ tl:|esap>e 
year in which the artist painted his famous 
"Wiidschuetzen," created much interest at 
the Baltic exhibition at Malmoe. The flesh 
modelling and handling of the beard are said 
to be splendid. This is the first work hy 
Leibl which has found a permanent place in 
any museum abroad. 

The famous estate of Steen near Vilvoor- 
den, once the home of Rubens and the 
charming Helene Fourment, has been pur- 
chased by the Belgian senator, de Becker 
Remy. The house today stands exactly as 
it did in the day when the great Flemish 
painter occupied it and in contemplating the 
surrounding landscape, many a background 
in Rubens' pictures, painted in that period 
will be vividly recalled. 

Within the house itself may still be seen 
the massive table at which Rubens was 
wont to work and also a printed notice an- 
nouncing the sale of the estate which Ru- 
bens bought in 1635. It is gratifying to note 
that this interesting memento has come into 
the hands of M. de Becker Remy, its preser- 
vation being thereby indubitably insured. 

TWO SALES AT CHRISTIE'S. 

The result of the two big May sales at 
Christie's has been somewhat disappointing. 
It is an open secret that some of the big- 
gest items in the Kinsf sale of Dresden por- 
celain fetched, far less than they had cost, 
and as for the Max Lyon sale, the owner 
was so little satisfied with the produce of 
the first day — people say, that even on that 
occasion much was bought in^that he 
stopped the auction. And , y et ji nionth 
earlier, the Ashburnham sil-ver sold for 
triumphal prices. 

The reason, for of course there is a rea- 
son, lies, at least to our mind, in the quality 
of the goods offered for sale. Many of 
the groups and singfle fissures in the King 
collection were believed by trust-worthy 
experts to be modern and yet the catalog 
did not give a hint to the fact. Likewise, 
for several of the sculptures in the Max 
Lyon collection,' doubts had been thrown 
by specialists as to the correctness of the 
attributions; there were plenty of big names 
in the catalog, but would they all have 
been accepted by the leading experts? 

As everybody knows, works of art are 
sold in England at the buyers risk "Messrs. 
Christie, Manson and Woods," to use their 
own words "not being responsible for the 
correct description, genuineness, or defect 
in any lot, and making no warranty what- 
ever." 

Such is not the case, I believe, for books, 
coins, and postage stamps, which may gen- 
erally be returned to the vendor if they 
turn out not to be as represented. Why 
the warranty does not apply to pictures and 
works of art, no man knows. Ascriptions 
in Christie catalogues are at times so fan- 
ciful that in minor sales, "Holbein" merely 
means a portrait, generally of a man, and 



DARMSTADT EXHIBITION. 

The Darmstadt historical Art Loan Ex- 
hibition, has proved of great interest. It 
comprises more than 2,000 exhibits consist- 
ing of paintings, miniatures drawings and 
sculpture, and gives a clear and compre- 
hensive impression of the Arts in Germany, 
Austria, and Switzerland during the period 
from 1650 to 1800, showing, for the first 
time, their development from stage to stage. 
It rescues from oblivion, too, a number of 
old masters partly if not entirely forgotten. 
The exhibition lays particular stress on the 
dawn of a new and really modern spirit here 
and there even in the earlys days of that 
time, this spirit being apparent in quite a 
number of pictures — especially still life and 
animal studies — as if they were actually in 
advance of the great French masters of the 
19th century. One picture showing a pair 
of pigeons caressing each other, shows, in 
its whole treatment such true "artistic 
realism." The color scheme is entirely that 
of a modern. eye. And yet. Franz Werner 
Tamm, the painter of this small picture 
lived in Hamburg from 1658 to 1724. I must 
also mention a little still life, by Balthaser 
Denner, an artist also hailing from Ham- 
burg (1685 to 1749). This little picture was 
done when the artist was only 14 years of 
age, and gives undeniable proof of great 
talent. 

Another of these "forerunners" is an un- 
known master whose treatment of some 
small battle scenes is full of a strength, na- 
turalness, and characteristic movement 
\vhich are quite astonishing, considering the 
time of its execution. This master was dis- 
covered in Meran (Tyrol) quite recently by 
the rnerest chance by H. and Th. Heinemann, 
Munich, who took an active share in arrang- 
ing the exhibition. 

The development of art in the German- 
speaking countries during the 150 years 
from 1650 to 1800, is clearly shown by the 
exhibits. During the first part of the period, 
Italian and Dutch influences predominated 
and enabled the country, although devast- 
ated by the terrible Thirty Years' War, to 
keep alive an art which, founded as it was 
on safe traditions and good taste, did much 
fine work although somewhat lacking in in- 
d'vidupliiy. With the dawn of the 18th cen- 
tury and the prevalence of French influ- 
ences, things changed and, from an outside 
point of view, not exactly for the better. 
The exhibition was initiated and arranged 
by the Grand Duke himself, who is a great 
lover of art. He was assisted in the scheme 
by his art adviser, Dr. Gorge Bierman, a 
splendid organizer. Special interest attaches 
to the Exhibition because most of the art 
treasures exhibited — including beautiful gold 
and silver work from Dresden, Augsburg, 
Niirnberg, and other towns — are from the 
castles and private collections of the reign- 
ing Princes of Germany and the two Em- 
perors William and Franz Josef, and are 
therefore entirely unknown to outsiders and 
even to experts. All art lovers owe a debt 
of thanks to its organizers and especially to 
the Grand Duke.

Paris, July 10, 1914. 

Into that Pantheon of the living, the gal- 
leries of the Luxembourg, the poet-drama- 
tist D'Annunciso has recently been received 
the government having purchased his por- 
trait painted by Romaine Brooks, an Ameri- 
can for whom the honor is primarily in- 
tended. A similar distinction has come to 
George Rowland, long a resident of Paris 
and a pupil of Benjamin Constant, J. P. 
Laureus and Raphael Collin. The picture^ 
a roadside scene which brought him this 
signal official distinction is called "La 
Route" and won an honorable mention at 
this year's display of the Societe des 
Artistes Francais.

BOSTON. 

The silly season has been somewhat en- 
livened by the controversy between the Art 
Commission and the Park Commission. The 
former body, arrogating unto itself powers 
that it was never intended that it should 
possess, has launched upon the horrified cit- 
izen a scheme for a grand collection of stat- 
ues on that one of the walls of the Public 
Garden which runs parallel to Charles St., 
said statues to be removed from their pres- 
ent locations and grouped here in a sort of 
"Sieges Allee." 

While one cannot too highly commend 
that part of the plan which contemplates the 
removal of these works, their relocation any- 
where within the city limits either singly 
or in platoons, cannot be too deeply de- 
plored. The Park Commission has set its 
foot down hard on this and several other 
schemes of the Art Commission with refer- 
ence to placing statues in the Public Garden 
and the unhappy Mayor has bJten nearly 
torn limb from limb in attempting to ad- 
just^ the differences between these two 
bodies. The outcome remains in doubt. 

Speaking of statues reminds us that there 
is on foot a plan for the erection in Copley 
Square of a memorial to Sarmiento, the 
Argentinian president, given by his admiring 
fellow-countrymen to the city of Boston in 
grateful recognition of her prompt response 
to Sarmiento's appeal for Yankee school 
teachers. The proposed memorial is b}^ 
Bela Pratt and is in the form of a galley 
in the prow of which stand Columbia and 
Argentina, while Sarmiento occupies a lofty 
throne on the stern and the amidships por- 
tion is filled by six standing rowers of 
brawny build typifying "Education," "Cour- 
age," "Progress," "Energy," "Integrity" and 
"Wisdom." 

The Public Library, with commendable 
zeal, continues to exhibit in its fine arts 
department collections of reproductions. 
1. he latest and one of the most informing, 
is a group of advertising posters by Euro- 
pean designers intended to bring to public 
attention the picturesque features of various 
localities in England and on the Continent 
with a view to stimulate travel. Nearly all 
are interesting and show complete grasp of 
the principles of poster making. The Art 
Museum has recently been foresighted 
enough to secure the Goloubew collection 
of Persian, Turkish and Indian miniatures 
which has been shown for two years at the 
Louvre and which is reckoned the finest in 
the world.

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PHILADELPHIA. 

.; The Burholme Park Art Museum at Fox 
Chase in the northeastern section of Phila- 
delphia and for the past five years under 
the supervision of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Fairmount Park, established in 
the former residence of the founder G. W. 
Ryers, Esq., has-been recentlv enriched 
through the generosity of one of the heirs 
of the estate of the donor, Mrs. J. G. Bawn, 
by the addition to its already interesting 
collection of objects of art, of a large num- 
ber of examples of Chinese, Japanese and 
East Indian carvings in ivory, bronzes, 
wood sculptures, enamels, porcelains and 
faience.

It is more than' 
likely that he failed to identify himself with j 
the game of practical art politics in Phila-i 
delphia and so was forced to transfer his 
activities to more cosmopolitan surround- 
ings. 

The Philadelphia Sketch Club having ac- 
quired possession of the property, adjoining 
their premises known as the Coin D'Or and 
used for a few years past as a dining club, 
propose to extend their picture gallery so 
as to include the upper floor of this house 
and construct a separate public entrance, 
giving more privacy to the members at 
times when the gallery is open with ex- 
hibitions.

COPIES OF THE MORGAN BUST. 

Two copies" oFa iDUSt of tlie late J. 'Fier- 
pont Morgan, that occupies a conspicuous 
place in the public garden -at Ascoli, Italy, 
have just been completed by its sculptor, 
Sciarriano Cartaino Pietro, of No. 630 Fifth 
avenue. Signor Pietro was commissioned 
by the Alorgan family to make the replicas. 
The original, in marble, was ordered by 
residents of Ascoli, grateful to the dead 
financier for his return of their famous cope. 
One of the duplicates is in marble and the 
other in bronze. The marble copy is for 
the present J. P. Morgan, but it is as yet a 
secret as to what will be done with the one 
in bronze. It is thought that it will ap- 
propriately be placed in the Metropolitan 
^luseum among the Morgan art treasures. 

Mr. Morgan never posed for the sculptor, 
but by the aid of photographs and sugges- 
tions from the present Mr. Morgan and his 
I sisters Signor Pietro was enable to secure 
I what he believes to be a perfect likeness 
I of the dead financier. 



GRENFELL PICTURES $530,740. 

At Christie's on June 26 a sale of paint- 
ings from the collections of Arthur M. Gren- 
fell, a former member of the banking firm 
of Chaplin, Milne, Grenfell & Co., which 
failed recently and other amateurs, realized 
$530,740. 

The most notable painting of the Gren- 
fell collection, Titian's "Man with a Red 
Cap," probably a portrait of Lorenzo de 
Medici, Duke of Urbino, sold for the high- 
est price, having been bought by Sir Hugh 
Lane' for $68,250. He is said to have sold 
it to Mr. Grenfell for $165,000. 

The "Man with a Red Cap," fetched the 
highest price ever received for a Titian in 
any English salesroom. It was bought in 
at Christie's in 1876 for $455. In 1906 Sir 
Hugh Lane bought it at Christie's for 
$10,500. 

The Grenfell pictures realized $265,390. Of this 
$139,900 was for purchases of Sir Hugh Lane, from 
whom it is understood that Mr. Grenfell acquired 
much of his collection. 

Sir Hugh is a Director of the National Gallery of 
Ireland, but is said to have bought for himself, on 
which the "Morning Post" commented as follows : 
"We take this opportunity of expressing the opinion 
that it is not desirable that a Director of any of our 
national collections should join with his public duties 
the business of a dealer, pursued in the auction room 
or anywhere else." 

Gainsborough's "Landscape with Cattle" was sold 
to Sir Hugh Lane for $43,050. Vicars paid $36,750 
for Gainsborough's "Portrait of a Lady," and Agnew 
obtained Roraney's "Portrait of . Sir -Robert. Har.lanfi, 
Bart.," for $27,300. Another Romney, "Sir John 
William de la Pole, Bart.," was sold to Vicars for. 
$15,750. Sir Thomas Lawrence's "Portrait of Lady 
Elizabeth Foster" (afterward Duchess of Devonshire) 
was sold for $29,900. 

Another Romney, a "Portrait of Miss Constable," 
was bought by Agnew, for $37,800. The same dealer 
gave $16,275 for Raeburn's "Portrait of Dr. Alexan- 
der Lindsay of Pinkieburn."

The sensation "of the third day's sale on July 9 
was the stubborn contest between Mr. Smith and 
Mr. Quaritch, for the possession of one of the rarest 
books in existence, which resulted in . a victory for 
the London dealer. The book was "The True Chroni- 
cle of the History of King Lear and his Three 
Daughters," a first edition printed, by Simon Stafford 
in 1605. This is the play, from which Shakespeare is 
supposed to have taken the outline of some of the 
incidents for his "King Lear." Only two other 
copies are known to exist, and both are in the British 
Museum. , 

The ITuth copy is perfect, and was pjirp,l;iased jxi 
1865^ for"$l,05t). Vesterclay it ran up to $12;35t). 
Mr. Quaritch also bought Levett's "Voyage Into 
New England," at $3,600 ; the rare Raoul Lefevre's 
"Le Recueil des Histoires Troinnes Contenans Troys 
Liures" for $1,075; an Italian illuminated manu- 
script with eight large paintings illustrating the life 
of Christ, for $3,000, and a 1672 edition of the "Dis- 
coveries, of John Lederer in His Three Several 
Marches from Virginia to West Carolina" for $725. 

Mr. Smith's chief purchases were a first edition of 
"Young Gallant's Whirligigg," of Francis Lenton, 
1629, at $840, and Lodewijcksz's "Premier Livre de 
I'Histoire de la Navigation aux Indes Orientales," 
at $710. 

At the final session on July 10, Mr. Smith bought 
for $10,300, bringing his purchases at the present 
sale to $37,455— nearly half the total. He gave $120 
for Joseph Paolo Lomazzo's "A Tracte containing 
the Artes of curious Paintinge, Carvinge 8^ Build- 
ings," translation of Richard Raydocke, Oxford, in 
1598, and for Lorris and de Meun's "Le Remnant de 
la Rose nouvellement revue et corrige oultre les 
prgcedentes impressions," 1529, $120. He also gave 
$145 for another edition of the same work, printed 
in 1538. 

An editio princeps of the "Dialogues of Lucian 
Samosatenus," printed in Florence in 1496, was 
knocked down to Mr. Smith for $335. For the two 
parts of Thomas Lupton's "Too Good, to be True," 
an account of the manners and laws of the people of 
"Mauqsun," published in 1580 and 1581, he gave 
$190, and for the first issue of the first edition of 
Martin Luther's Hymn-book, "Etlich Cristlich lider 
Lobgesang, vn Psalm," $135, 

Mr. Smith bought two copies of works by John 
Lyly, The first was a fine copy of the first edition

Anatomy of Wit," published in 1598^ which was sold 
for $330. Then for a Copy of William Lyndewode's 
"Constitutiones Provinciales Ecclesiae Anglica," pub- 
lished in 1496, Mr. Smith gave $565, and for one of 
the only three known copies of the 1628 edition of 
the Works of Sir David Lyndesay, $580. 

The last lot of the sale also fell to Mr. Smith. It 
was an extra illustrated set of the Rev. Daniel Ly- 
son's "Environs of London," published in 1910 as four 
.vol_urnes,„and-. extended to .twelve-. .It brought. 12, 900. 
Among the other notable purchases were those by 
Quaritch.. They were: 

An illuminated manuscript ou vellum of the "Stat- 
uta Ciuitatis Londoniarum" of tne fifteenth century, 
$760. "Look About You," a comedy, $675 ; Richard 
Lovelace's "Lucasta," a first edition of 1649, $725; 
A black letter copy of the 1586 edition of Lyly's 
"Suphues," $725 ; A black letter life by Sir David 
Lyndsay of the Archbishop of St. Andrews, Paris, 
1558, $1,020, and a copy of the black letter first 
edition of the same author's life of William Meldrum. 
Laird of Cleische and Bynnis, Edinburgh, 1594, $1,050. 
More than $800,000 has been realized by the sale 
of the Huth collection, which "Degan in 1912, and 
two parts of which yet remain to be sold, so it is 
thought likely that the whole collection will bring 
over a million. It probably cost Mr. Huth less than 
one-fifth of that amount. The figures of the sale are
